Report of School Board 


REMARKS 


In this report to the citizens of Weare we wish to call 
your attention to the necessity of a greater effort on the 
part of the parents in keeping up a more perfect attend- 
ance of the pupils, and also to to have them at school on 
itme in the morning, as a lack in this Jowers our average 
attendance of pupils very much. We get from the State 
enough money on per cent of attendance to give us nearly 
three weeks more school each year, and we think this 
worth while to secure if possible. We regret that we were 
unable to give only eight weeks of school at the winter 
term, caused by conditions which were unavoidable. We 
shall try and make up the two weeks lost at the spring 
term. We believe that our schools are in better condition 
under the efficient management of our Superintendent than 
ever before, and ask the cooperation of parents and citizens 
in our effort to so continue them in the line of improve- 
ment. 

We earnestly believe in supervision and will say that 
the extra cost to the district is not over one hundred and 
fifty dollars each year—less than the price of a teacher with 
no experience. 

The tuition at High school is fast growing on us. The 
cost this year will reach one thousand dollars, and a like 
amount will be required for next year. We shall also need 
three hundred dollars for books and supplies.

Report of the Superintendent 
of Schools 


WEARE, N. H., February 15, 1915. 


Upon assuming the duties of this office I was pleased 
to find so many teachers retained from the previous year, 
who were experienced, and who so well understand the 
particular needs of their respective schools. 

It is good policy and good economy to retain satisfac- 
tory teachers. It is poor policy and false economy to allow 
a few dollars only to be a barrier to the retention of good 
teachers. 

Good teachers, or those with sufficient capabilities to 
be made good teachers, are an essential requisite to good 
schools, 

I wish it were possible for the town of Weare to em- 
ploy only teachers of experience or Normal school training. 

The securing of such teachers I realize involves the 
same problems here as in other country towns viz: lack of 
funds, scarcity of trained teachers, and ungraded schools. 

Nevertheless, as a matter of good business, both from 
the economy and efficiency point of view, I recommend the 
policy of hiring only experienced or trained teachers when- 
ever possible. 

Conditions still warrant, and probably always will 
warrant, some ungraded schools in rural communities. We 
have some excellent teachers doing excellent work in some 
of the ungraded schools of Weare. 

I trust that before very long the school system may 
develop the Weare High school and thereby keep at home

those now going elsewhere to High school, and offer at 
home the advantages of a higher education to those not 
now able to go away from home for it. 

This next year our district schools would furnish at 
least twenty pupils for a home High school. Within three 
years there would be a High school of. at least forty mem- 
bers. To establish such a school I believe should be your 
ultimate aim. 

Through the generosity of the town, and by your 
direction, I have been enabled to purchase, a very good 
supply of supplementary books wherewith more extensive 
and more helpful work may be done in all the schools this 
next year. | | 

The supply of regular text books is too small, and 
many of them unsatisfactory. With the same appropriation 
as last year for books and supplies you will be able to fur 
nish the schools with a reasonably satisfactory working 
equipment. 

I would recommend the gradual elimination of the old 
wooden blackbvards and the installing of the slate boards 
in every school room. 

I would recommend such repairs as to make all the 
school buildings in use neat, bright, homelike and sanitary. 

The schools of Weare are in fairly good condition, but 
like other schools, can be made better. It shall be my 
constant endeavor to make them so. 

I have suggested a few things that I believe will make 
for still further improvement and benefit of the schools of 
Weare, for which I ask your thoughtful consideration. 

I wish to thank the Board for their patience with and 
thoughtful consideration of me and my work the past five 
months, and to express my appreciation of the harmonious 
manner in which we have labored together for the best good 
of Weare schools.
